Since diplo matic relatio ns

tween the two co untries virtually 
were bro ken o ff several weeks ago 
by expulsio n o f British Diplo matic 
Agent Cummins, because o f his ac­ 
tivity in Mrs. Evans’ behalf, in­ 
quiry into the murder has been 
placed in the hands o f the Amer­ 
ican Charge de Affairs. 
Mrs. Evans was sho t and killed 
Saturday while returning to her 
ranch with the payro ll fo r her em­ 
plo yes. 
Her manager, a German 
named Jo hn Strauss, was danger­ 
o usly wo unded. The payro ll, abo ut 
two tho usand peso s, was sto len. It 
is believed the 
assassins 
were 
members o f the Agrarian party, 
who had 
been persecuting Mrs. 
Evans fo r mo nths. 
Mrs. Evans was 
riding 
with 
Strauss to ward her ranch when a 
party o f bandits dashed up and 
began firing. 
The ranch wo man was struck in 
the hack and chest and fell fro m 
the buggy. 
Her hair caught in a 
wheel and she was dragged so me 
distance. 
Strauss was sho t thro ugh o ne 
lung and po ssibly fatally injured. 
The bandits seized the payro ll 
which Mrs. Evans had just drawn 
fro m the Bank o f San Martin and 
ro de away, leaving 
the 
wo man’s 
bo dy in the ro ad no t far fro m 
Strauss, who was unco nscio us. 
The murder created a sensatio n 
in Mexico City o wing to publicity 
given the Evans case when Cum­ 
mins was expelled fro m 
Mexico . 
The diplo matic agent had been ac­ 
tive in Mrs. Evans’ behalf and it 
was this fact that led to a dispute 
with the go vernment ending in his 
expulsio n. 
Officials o f the Mexican go vern­ 
ment wo re sho cked at the murder 
and frankly wo rried abo ut its co n­ 
sequences. 
Prom ises Action 
The go vernment will do every­ 
thing po ssible to effect capture o f 
the murderers, the secretary o f the 
interio r said, but warned the pub­ 
lic no t to expect quick results as 
it will be difficult to identify the 
slayers. 
The crime will have far reaching 
po litical co nsequences, It was ad­ 
mitted, and pro bably will 
delay 
British reco gnitio n indefinitely.

of the construction. 
The entire grade of the road has 
heen comp leted, with the ex cep tion 
of a few minor touches. W ork will 
be started dn the section of the 
road near this city because of a > 
desire to allow certain sections of* 
the fill made near the mouth of j 
the Newp ort bay to settle, so th at 
they may be p aved. 
These p ortions of the road were 
not to be p aved under the contract 
it was announced, but after a care 
ful investigation on the p art of the 
highway commission it was felt 
th at a better road would be sup ­ 
p lied if the fills could he allowed 
to 
settle 
before 
the 
p avement 
reached th at section of the road. 
Some difficulty has been encoun­ 
tered on several of the fills which 
have been made across 
sloughs 
and it is these p laces which m ust 
be allowed to settle. 
Numerous 
w ater channels along the route 
also caused some trouble on ac­ 
count of the long hauls for the dirt 
to make the'fills. 
Two Months to Finish 
It will take ap p rox imately two 
m onths to comp lete the p aving of 
the road, according to Beal. 
The 
road will be twenty feet wide. The 
crown of the p avement is to be of 
six inch p avement while the sides 
for six feet on each edge are to be 
of ■ nine-inch 
concrete. 
Ten-foot 
shoulders have been graded on the 
road. 
C onsidering
